CVIVEN the difficulties besetting cach of the three types 
of erltiques, the question nevertheless remains 
whether and how reform can be effected. 


Mr. Dayan, in his usual forthright way, revenlly 
wave one answer — nanicly, that in clrcumstances of 
war or near war, When certain kinds of things must 
he done and others overlooked, domestic reform is 
not really possible. He referred apeelfically to certain 
social ills, not to the whole administration of economic 
life. But his remarks are applicable to the wider front, 
for he personally, despite his known reservations on 
present economic polley, has confined himself in word 


and deed nilmost exclusively to defence and foreign 
policy. 


Yet ina democracy, even under great external pres- 
sure, dumestic rigidity cannot be absolute. Cohesive 
and disciplined national effort in a free society rests 
ultimately on consent rather than compulsion. And 
this consent must be won. The question therefore be- 
comes not whether, but what kind of reform is poli- 
tleally posatble. 


The Government has already made certuin moves, 
as, for example, Mr. Sapir’s proposed new controls over 
government corporations, intended to show the public 
thet certain kinds of acta now in the glare of cri- 
ticism will come under stricter controls. Mrs. Meir’s 
recent strictures against governmental red tape and tho 
campaign to reduce “ostentatious expenditures" are 
moves of the same type. ‘They aim to quict criticism, 
but harbour no prospects of more fundamental change. 


If the present wave of criticism recedes, and if the 
probes now In progress produce no grent scandaluus 
disclosures, these ad Aoe altempts αἱ improvements 
may in the end bo the only fruits of today's hendlines. 


But assuming public criticlsm does not quickly sub- 
side, what then? What if, for example, alienation from 
bureaucracy’ and from the tax structuro, both of 
which lead to systematic illegal behaviour by individuals 
on the one hand and by prestigious, even official, 
institutions on the other, becomes more rather than 
less strident? 


Since the “‘reformists” — the Liberal opposition and 
the Labour dissidents — lack credibility and muacle, 
little can really be expected from them. They, espe- . 
cially the dissidents Wke Mrs. Shulamit Aloni, can 
really only discomfit their party leaders but little 
more. Even 085 relevant is the domagogic style, But 
the critique of leadership, the accusation of leadership 
rather than systematic fallure, would loom as the only 
possibility of change. 


It can be argued, im fact, that only this type of 
critique, this modest ‘conservative’ posture, has ever 
been effective In Israeli politics. This is true of the 
body politic as a whole, and of the internal life of 
the several parties. Where power is centralized and 
where consent is broad, criticism can widen its sup- 
portonly by arguing effectively and at the opportune 
time — “leadership failure’" There are always too 
many loyalists to accept criticism that goes too far 
or too deep. And those who pursue this course risk 
defeat and Isolation. 


This was the lesson learned by the Rafi Party in 
1965, and, in fact, by each dissident minority which 
split off from a larger bioe only to seek a way back. 
It is also the reason for the consistent defeats Ο Herut, 
the only party which was potentially a challenge to 
Labour rule. 


By the same token, to attack leadership prematurely 
is also to risk being crushed in return, as Mr. Lavon 
found out in his attempt to topple Με. Ben-Gurion,

Even in 1967 
it would have been feasible and almost possible nat 
for Mr, Dayan, but. for Mr. Allon, to relieve Eshkol 
of the Defence portfolio. 


Thus while would-be reformers proclaim systematic 
faults and domagogues beat even louder drums, they 
provide only the background muaie which helps make 
the charge of ao failure of leadership slowly gain 
ground. 

Tt is those who pursue the moderate course whbd play 
the real and the only posaible political game in Is- 
rael'a circumstances, and thus will offer the real and 
only prospects of change. They will therefore olga be 
playing for the highest stakes. For the target of any 
conservative eritigue is not Myr. Friedman or Mr. 
Dinstein or Mr, Shapiro, but Mr. Sapir. Such α mode- 
rate conception of the domestic changes needed, lead- 
ing to the charge of leadership failure, means taking 
aim ut the power centre subtly. indirectly, cautiously, 
from within the loyalist boundaries.

MEETING the “old guard" evokes, of course, floods 
of anecdotes and memories of times gone hy, 
reflecting tho changing fortunes of the orchestra as 
u result of wars and aging. Heinrich Schicfer, born 
in 1906, has not Jost his strong Berlin accent 
despite his 35 years in Tel Aviy. He joined the 
orchestra right at the beginning, having played the 
trombone — an unusual instrument for a Jew in 
those days — in the Berlin Radio Orchestra. Since 
1955 ‘he has been supervisor of the orchestra, but 
had to give up playing the trombone following a 
serious accident ‘in January 1970, when the bus bring- 
ing the orchestra back from a concert at Ein Gedi 
skidded into the ditch. 


Schiefer told me some entertaining stories out of 
the P.O. past. It was Toscanini, world-famous, loved 
and feared, who gave the orchestra its extraordina 
start in life and, of course, the weeks spent wit! 
the. maestro in rehearsals and concerts are unforget- 
able. for anybody who had the privilege to attend 

. them. Schiefer recalls an occasion — in the Tel Aviv 
Exhibition Grounds, where the first rehearsals and
